Joseph  Kinsey  Howard's  classic  1943  work,  Montana:  High,  Wide  and  Handsome,  vividly 
captured  western  values  that  Montanans  have  long  cherished  as  a  vital  component  of  the  Big 
Sky  Country-elbow  room  and  breathing  space.  In  Montana.  Howard  wrote,  (I  have) 
"...room  to  swing  my  arms  and  to  swing  my  mind." 

In  comparison  to  our  city-dwelhng  cousins  in  more  urban  states,  Montanans  still  have  plenty 
of  room  to  escape  the  anxieties  that  press  so  hard  upon  our  everyday  lives.  Yet,  the  ability 
to  swing  one's  arms  as  freely  as  Howard  did  back  in  the  1940's  has  changed  considerably. 
Where  once  gaining  recreational  access  to  private  lands  was  simply  a  matter  of  asking  and 
a  handshake  represented  a  binding  promise,  changing  times  coupled  with  increasing 
demands  for  recreational  use  of  private  lands  and  the  resources  they  harbor  have  markedly 
altered  the  picture.  About  65%  of  Montana  is  privately  owned.  These  private  lands  provide 
a  wide  variety  of  habitat  diversity  and  contribute  substantially  to  the  abundance  of  wildlife 
in  the  state.  Equally  as  diverse  as  the  habitat  found  on  these  private  lands,  are  the  opinions, 
values,  and  aspirations  of  the  people  who  own  them.  For  the  most  part,  Montana 
landowners  still  follow  the  tradition  of  granting  access  for  their  own  personal  reasons, 
generally  allowing  some  degree  of  hunter  access.  On  the  other  side  of  the  coin,  fee  hunting, 
leasing  of  lands  to  outfitters  and  private  clabs  or  individuals  to  achieve  some  monetary 
return  from  the  wildlife  on  private  lands  is  also  a  well  estabUshed  reality. 

To  the  benefit  of  both  landowners  and  recreationists,  an  on-going  Department  of  Fish, 
Wildlife  and  Parks  effort,  termed  the  Block  Management  Program,  is  proving  its  ability  to 
improve  access  to  private  land  for  hunters.

What  is  Block  Management? 


Block  Management  is  a  general  term  applied  to  a  number  of  different  methods  of  FWP 
participation  in  private  lands  hunting.  Block  Management  Areas,  or  BMA's  may  differ  in 
style,  method  and  operating  rules  from  one  Fish,  Wildlife  and  Parks  region  to  another,  as 
well  as  from  one  Block  Management  area  to  the  next.  The  reason  for  this  is  that 
circumstances  vary  and  so  inherent  in  Block  Management  is  the  flexibility  to  adapt  to  the 
needs  of  each  individual  situation.  Block  Management  has  its  beginnings  in  the  early  1980's 
when  cooperative  walk-in  areas  were  created  with  private  landowners.  Other  arrangements 
for  hunter  access  were  also  utilized  to  address  hunter  concerns  over  the  reduction  in  private 
land  open  to  hunting  and  landowner  concerns  with  increasing  numbers  of  big  game  hunters 
requesting  access  to  their  lands.  In  1985,  the  MDFWP  formally  instituted  the  program.  The 
main  focus  of  the  program  is  to  maintain  free  public  access  to  private  lands  which  provide 
hunting  opportunities.  Coincidentally,  state  and  federal  lands  which  before  were  inaccessible 
to  the  public  have  also  been  opened  up  through  private  landowners  cooperating  in  BMA's. 
Landowners  participating  in  the  Block  Management  Program  are  assisted  by  the  Department 
in  the  management  of  sportsmen  and  at  reducing  interruptions  to  normal  farm  and  ranch 
operations  associated  with  providing  hunter  access.  A  variety  of  landowner  incentives  and 
services,  using  hunting  license  dollars,  are  utilized  by  the  department  for  landowners  who 
cooperate  with  the  department  in  establishing  Block  Management  Areas.

This  tabloid  is  intended  to  give  the  reader  general  information  on  Block  Management. 
Included  with  this  tabloid  is  an  insert  describing  Block  Management  opportunities  in  the 
region  in  which  the  tabloid  was  available.  For  information  on  Block  Management  in  other 
areas,  call  the  appropriate  Fish,  Wildlife  and  Parks  Regional  Headquarters  listed  on  page 
8.  Specific  information  is  generally  available  at  MDFWP  Regional  Headquarters  by  late 
August. 


o  There  is  no  charge  to  hunters  utilizing  any  of  the  block  management  units.  The 
program  is  funded  from  hunting  license  dollars. 

o  On  some  BMA's  you  may  be  required  to  obtain  a  written  permission  slip  from 
either  the  landowner  or  the  department  employee  who  is  responsible  for  the  unit. 
You  may  also  be  requested  to  check  out  with  the  landowner  or  area  manager  after 
completing  your  hunt. 

o  BMA's  are  often  operated  on  a  walk-in  only  basis.  These  areas  may  or  may  not 
require  written  permission  slips  .  You  may  be  required  to  park  your  vehicle  in  a 
designated  parking  area  and  then  walk  in  from  that  point  to  the  hunting  area. 
Hunters  should  check  with  the  landowner,  BMA  manager  or  MDFWP  signs  on  the 
BMA  for  specific  instructions  on  game  retrieval.  Motorized  retrieval  may  be  allowed 
on  some  areas  while  others  require  that  you  pack  or  drag  game  to  an  estabhshed 
road  for  pick-up.  Use  of  all-terrain-vehicles  on  BMA's  must  be  cleared  by  the  private 
landowner  or  department  personnel  unless  otherwise  posted. 

o  Some  BMA's  have  been  established  to  address  wildlife  management  issues  or 
problems  and  therefore,  designated  only  for  hunting  certain  species.  Be  sure  to 
check  with  the  landowner  or  local  department  personnel  on  restrictions. 

o  It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  hunters  to  conduct  themselves  in  an  exemplary 
manner  while  on  private  lands.  How  the  property  is  treated  and  your  behavior  in  the 
field  will  determine  whether  you  and  other  hunters  will  be  welcomed  again.  For 
instance,  should  the  policy  of  a  Block  Management  Area  require  that  you  request 
permission  for  hunting  in  advance  by  telephone  or  in  person,  such  calls  or  visits 
should  be  made  at  reasonable,  "common  sense"  hours. 

o  There  is  no  state-wide  or  "master"  list  of  Block  Management  cooperators.  All 
BMA's  are  initiated  and  coordinated  from  Regional  FWP  offices.  Complete  and 
current  information  on  local  Block  Management  Areas  is  available  at  the  Regional 
office  which  administers  the  area  in  which  you  wish  to  hunt.  Addresses  of  Fish, 
Wildlife  and  Parks'  offices  are  listed  on  page  8. 
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Incentives  for  landowners  cooperating  in  the  proffram  include: 

o  Signs,  maps,  permission  booklets  issued  to  landowners  for  their  use  during  the  hunting 
season. 

o  Reimbursement  for  livestock  losses  attributable  to  permitting  free  public  hunting  on  a 
private  property  during  the  general  hunting  season. 

o  Game  damage  materials  such  as  fencing  and  permanent  stack  yards  in  exchange  for 
allowing  free  public  hunting. 

o  Providing  department  personnel  to  manage  hunting  activities  on  large  block  management 
units  consisting  of  one  or  more  ranches.  The  department  employees  are  responsible 
for  issuing  permission  slips,  directing  recreationists  to  areas  where  their  activities  may 
take  place,  placing  signs,  ensuring  compliance  of  BMA  rules  and,  in  some  cases, 
collecting  biological  data  from  sportsmen. 

o  When  it  is  not  practical  or  desirable  to  utilize  department  personnel  or  other  methods 
in  setting  up  some  block  management  units,  some  landowners  are  compensated 
directly  for  time  spent  in  managing  and  directing  hunters. 

o  Liability  Protection  -  Under  Montana's  current  liability  statute  (70-16-302  MCA),  those 
allowing  recreational  use  of  mach  and  does  not  charge  any  fee  or  any  other 
compensation  is  extended  the  minimum  level  of  liability. 

SOME  THINGS  TO  KEEP  IN  MIND,.. 


o  Due  to  the  nature  of  farming  and  ranching  activities,  spring  and  summer  months  serve 
as  busy  times  for  landowners.  As  a  result,  most  of  the  arrangements  for  Block 
Management  Areas  are  not  completed  with  landowners  until  late  summer.  Specific 
information  on  Block  Management  Areas  for  1992  will  not  be  available  until  late 
August. 

o  Don*t  shop  around.  Firm  up  a  place  to  hunt  on  one  BMA  for  a  specific  date  and  stick 
with  that  commitment.  Maldng  reservations  to  hunt  on  more  than  one  BMA  on  a 
single  day  denies  another  hunter  a  hunting  opportunity. 

o  Block  Management  has  gained  extraordinary  popularity  in  recent  years.  Make  your 
arrangements  as  early  as  possible  once  the  information  is  available.  Waiting  until  the 
last  minute  (such  as  the  night  before  you'd  like  to  hunt  or  on  a  Friday)  may  limit 
your  opportunities  to  hunt  on  Block  Management  Areas. 
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o  In  some  parts  of  the  state  Block  Management  Areas  have  changed  from  year  to  year. 
Information  you  may  receive  from  a  regional  office  or  Block  Management  guide  in 
previous  years  may  not  be  accurate  this  year.  Do  not  attempt  to  contact  landowners 
or  Block  Management  managers  using  previous  year's  information. 

o  Although  Block  Management  has  opened  up  and  maintained  a  considerable  amount  of 
private  land  for  public  use,  it  is  not  a  substitute  for  the  one-on-one  relationship 
between  the  hunter  and  the  private  landowner.  Numerous  hunting  Opportunities  do 
exist  on  private  lands  not  involved  in  Block  Management.  Always  use  courtesy  and 
good  judgement  when  contacting  private  landowners  for  permission  to  hunt  on  their 
property. 

o  Across  Montana,  there  are  numerous  opportunities  for  hunting  on  public  lands.  Contact 
offices  of  the  BLM,  U.S.  Forest  Service  and  Montana  Department  of  State  Lands  for 
further  information.  Fish,  Wildlife  and  Parks  regional  personnel  also  can  be  of 
assistance  in  locating  hunting  opportunities  on  public  lands. 

BIG  GAME  HUNTERS:  REMEMBER... 

Montana  law  requires  that  big  game  hunters  must  have  permission  of  the  landowner, 
lessee  or  their  agent  before  hunting  big  game  animals  on  private  property,  regardless  of 
whether  the  land  is  posted  or  not.  Upland  bird  hunters  do  not  have  to  have  permission 
to  hunt  on  unposted  private  property.  Not  matter  what  kind  of  recreational  use  you 
intend  on  private  land,  the  best  policy  is  always  ASK  FIRST! 

Montana  Stream  Access  Law 

Although  few  Block  Management  Areas  have  streams  featured  as  part  of  the  hunting 
opportunities  offered,  it  is  important  to  be  aware  of  this  series  of  regulations.  Under  the 
Montana  Stream  Access  Law,  rivers  and  streams  capable  of  recreational  use  may  be  so  used 
by  the  public  up  to  the  ordinary  high  water  marks.  Although  Montana  law  gives  sportsmen 
the  right  to  pursue  water-based  recreational  activities  within  the  high  water  marks  of  rivers 
and  streams,  it  does  not  give  recreationists  the  right  to  enter  posted  lands  bordering  those 
streams  or  to  cross  private  lands  to  gain  access  to  streams.  Islands  may  or  may  not  be 
public.  Therefore,  before  hunting  deer  on  islands,  always  check  ownership.  Details  on  this 
important  law  are  available  at  regional  FWP  headquarters. 

LANDS  UNDER  THE  CONTROL  OF  STATE 
AND  FEDEFtAL  AGENCIES 

MONTANA  DEPARTMENT  OF  STATE  LANDS 

These  lands  are  colored  blue  on  maps  and  generally  consist  of  sections  16  and  36  in  most 
townships.  However,  in  some  parts  of  the  state,  trades  have  consolidated  blocks  of  this 
property.  Check  with  the  local  MDSL  office  for  further  details  (pg.  9.) 
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IMPORTANT  INFORMATION  CONCERNING  MONTANA 
SCHOOL  TRUST  LANDS 


The  1991  Montana  Legislature  made  substantive  changes  in  the  laws  and  rules  governing 
recreational  public  access  to  State  School  Trust  lands.  These  changes  went  into  effect 
March  1,1992.  Anyone  hunting  or  fishing  on  accessible  state  school  trust  lands  must  have  in 
their  possession  a  State  Lands  Recreational  Use  Permit.  These  permits  are  available  at  all 
hunting  and  fishing  license  dealers  for  $5.00.  Accessible  state  lands  are  defined  as: 

"...those  which  may  be  accessed  by  dedicated  public  road,  public  right-of-way,  or  public 
easement;  by  public  waters  such  as  lakes,  rivers  and  streams  that  are  recreationally 
navigable  under  23-2-203  MCA;  by  adjacent  federal,  state ,  county  or  municipal  land  if 
the  land  is  open  to  public  use;  or  by  adjacent  private  land  if  permission  to  cross  the  land 
has  been  secured  from  the  landowner.  The  granting  of  permission  by  a  private 
landowner  to  cross  private  property  in  a  particular  instance  does  not  subject  the  state 
land  that  is  accessed  to  general  recreational  use  by  members  of  the  public  other  than 
those  granted  permission." 

Copies  of  the  rules  for  recreational  use  of  state  land  are  available  at  Montana  Department 
of  State  Lands  offices  across  the  state.  Discussing  all  aspects  of  state  lands  use  is  beyond 
the  scope  of  this  publication.  It  is,  however,  highly  recommended  that  you  get  a  copy  of 
these  rules  and  become  familiar  with  them.  It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  hunter  to  know  the 
regulations  and  adhere  to  them.  Some  BMA*s  contain  state  school  trust  lands.  Anyone 
utilizing  state  lands  in  the  course  of  hunting  a  BMA  which  contains  accessible  state  lands 
must  have  a  State  Lands  Recreational  Permit  in  their  possession.  In  situations  where  BMA's 
contain  accessible  school  trust  lands,  the  use  regulations  of  the  BMA  supersede  state  land 
access  rules  (26.3.186  Rules  for  Recreational  Use  of  State  Lands.)  These  BMA's  are  posted 
with  use  information  on  their  perimeters.

Most  of  the  eight  million  acres  of  public  land  administered  by  the  BLM  in  Montana  is  open 
year  round  to  public  use.  The  public  can  use  these  lands  for  recreation  unless  the  lands 
have  been  officially  closed  due  to  fire  danger  or  other  emergency  hazard.  Sometimes  roads 
or  lands  may  be  closed  to  protect  resource  values.  Check  with  your  local  BLM  office 
regarding  conditions. 

Government  roads,  thoroughfares  or  waterways  that  provide  legal  access  may  be  used  to 
gain  access  to  public  lands.  Persons  who  have  reason  to  believe  they  are  improperly  denied 
access  to  public  lands  should  notify  the  nearest  BLM  office  after  carefully  identifying  the 
location  on  a  map,  and  making  note  of  the  circumstances  surrounding  the  incident.  Keep 
in  mind,  however,  that  members  of  the  public  cannot  cross  private  lands  to  reach  public  land 
if  no  public  thoroughfare  exists.  The  landowner's  permission  must  be  obtained  before 
crossing  private  lands. 

Grazing  leases  do  not  alter  or  restrict  authorized  public  use  of  the  land  and  grazing  lessees 
cannot  maintain  locked  gates,  signs  or  other  devices  on  public  lands. 

Most  lands  under  BLM  management  are  designated  in  yellow  on  the  Recreation  and  Surface 
Management  maps.  Some  of  these  lands,  however,  are  designated  in  pink  on  these  maps. 
These  are  LU  or  Land  Utilization  projects  (Bankhead- Jones  Act)  that  have  been  acquired 
by  the  federal  government  and  are  managed  by  BLM.  These  lands  are  open  to  the  public 
for  recreation,  subject  to  the  conditions  outlined  above. 

Land  status  information  on  BLM  maps  was  current  at  the  time  they  were  printed.  However, 
due  to  land  sales  and  exchanges,  some  parcels  are  no  longer  administered  by  BLM  and 
other  parcels  have  been  acquired.  If  you  have  questions  regarding  land  status,  contact  your 
local  BLM  office.  Addresses  of  those  offices  are  on  page  11  of  this  tabloid. 

U.S.  FOREST  SERVICE  LANDS 

The  United  States  Forest  Service  administers  over  16.8  million  acres  of  land  on  10  national 
forest  across  the  state  of  Montana.  With  only  a  few  exceptions,  all  National  Forest  lands  are 
open  to  hunting.  Public  access  to  those  lands  varies  but  is  generally  good.  However,  it  is 
important  to  remember  that,  as  with  BLM  lands,  the  public  cannot  cross  private  property 
without  permission  to  gain  access  to  forest  lands.  Grazing  and  other  lease  uses  do  not  alter 
or  restrict  authorized  public  use  of  these  lands.  There  are  numerous  private  inholdings  on 
many  national  forests.  These  include  cabin  sites  or  patented  mining  claims  and  are  usually 
portrayed  in  white  on  forest  maps.  Remember  that  land  or  claimholder  permission  is 
required  for  access  to  those  areas.  Forest  maps  as  well  as  travel  plans  which  show  legal 
travel  routes  and  any  restrictions  upon  them  are  available  through  national  forest  and  ranger 
district  offices.  For  specific  information  concerning  Forest  Service  lands,  contact  the  national 
forest  offices  listed  on  pg.  10.

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U.S.  Forest  Service  MAP  INFORMATION 


Forest  Visitor  Series  Maps  are  available  for  each  National  Forest  in  Montana.  Each  map  covers  all  or  part 
of  one  National  Forest.  Some  of  the  Forests  are  divided  into  several  maps.  The  scale  is  Vi  inch  per  mile. 
The  maps  show  roads,  trails,  streams,  lakes,  recreation  sites  and  land  ownership.  There  is  a  $2  charge  for  each 
map.  Individual  maps  of  some  existing  wilderness  and  primitive  areas  are  also  available  for  $1  each.  General 
information  on  each  wilderness/primitive  area  is  available  at  no  cost  and  can  be  sent  to  you  upon  request. 
The  Forest  Service  also  has  numerous  brochures  on  campgrounds,  recreation  areas  and  miscellaneous  subjects 
available  free  upon  request.  For  more  information  call  406-329-3511 

Maps  also  can  be  purchased  from  any  of  the  individual  Forest  Service  offices  listed.  Mail  your  request  with 
a  check  or  money  order,  and  make  your  checks  payable  to  "USDA-Forest  Service"  for  amount  of  purchase 
only.
